‘is far from’ what is should. be. 


This is not only the opinion of 
this writer but has been ex- 
pressed by such leading Pacific 
Coast grid mentors as Lynn Wal- 
dorf of California, Stanford’s 
Marchie Schwartz, and San Fran- 
cisco’s Ed McKeever sa well as 
several outstanding Bay Area 
sports writers. 

Comparison of officiating in 
the different areas of football 
in this country finds West Coast 
whistle blowers definitely lack- 
ing. OveFuse of their handker- 
chief (those used to indicate a 
penalty) seéms to be the nrajor 
criticism of coast arbitrators, but 
frequently their errors do not 
stop with this. 

We have seen displays of this 

same weak officiating in several 
Salinas J.C. gridiron battles this 
fall. Perhaps the prize example 
being the case of the elongated 
clock in last Friday’s Sacramento 
game which was played in the 
Capital City. 
i Seemingly, the field clock broke 
down during the game and the 
task of timekeeping fell solely to 
“Pop” Brorson of Sacramento 
High, who has many seasons be- 
hind him as timekeeper for Sacto 
IL, 

Brorson from time to time in- 
formed the officials and players 
as to how much time. remained 
in the game. Nearing the finish 
of the first half, the local eleven 
inquired as to how much time re- 
mained before the climax of the 
half and were given to believe 
that only 17 seconds remained. 
In those 17 seconds, the Sacra- 
mento team was able to run five 
plays, including an end run (a 
play usually good for 17 seconds 
by itself), score a touchdown, 
kick off and allow Salinas to run 
one play. 

One does not have to employ 
a slide rule and stopwatch to 
know that all this action could 
not take place in the confines of 
just 17. seconds. Somewhere 


along the line there must have
